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Bird specimens from the Leverian Museum: 
documentation and 
present holdings at the NMW 1

Abstract: Documentation and present NMW holdings of bird specimens from the Leverian Museum are critically 
discussed. The dateing of relevant entries in the acquisition book of the bird collection has been revised and label 
data of all extant specimens checked. In the appendix 276 specimens acquired by Leopold v. Fichtel during the auc¬ 
tion of the Leverian Museum in 1806 are listed together with their relevant numbering. Of these 85 specimens had 
been lost or destroyed before 1873 and another 13 could not be traced during the revision in 2003. 
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Introduction 

When the world famous collections of the Leverian 
Museum 2 were sold by auction in 1806, one of the most 
notable bidders was Leopold von Fichtel, ’’purchasing for 
the Imperial Museum Vienna” (Sale Catalogue 1806, 
Appendix: F). Besides 210 ethnographical objects from 
James Cook’s circumnavigations (FlTZlNGER 1868: 66, 
note 2), now housed in the Museum fiir Volkerkunde, 
Wien, especially bird specimens had been acquired for 
the ”Thier-Cabinet“ of Emperor Franz l 3 , which had been 
founded in 1796. The zoological objects purchased by 
Fichtel are comparably well documented in an extant co¬ 
py of the Sale Catalogue with (incomplete) annotations 
of prices and purchasers as well as by the entries in the 
book of acquisitions for 1806 in the bird collection of the 
Natural History Museum Vienna (NMW). Additional 
information is provided from an undated letter from 
FICHTEL (= London, May 16th, postea) to Carl v. Schrei- 
bers, Director of the Imperial Cabinet. 

Pelzeln (1873) published an annotated list enume¬ 
rating 233 4 taxa (256 specimens), of which, however, 74 
taxa (87 specimens) had already been either deliberately 


destroyed (due to bad condition), lost or given away in 
exchange. In his paper PELZELN made no reference to ac¬ 
quisition numbers which rendered subsequent identifica¬ 
tion of individual specimens examined by him sometimes 
difficult. Interestingly only a few of the specimens cited 
as ’’types” by PELZELN in 1873 have later been actually 
listed by PELZELN &. LORENZ (1886-1888), indicating that 
at least some of them could not be located in the collec¬ 
tion at that time. Accordingly many of the specimens 
from the Museum Leverianum in the NMW bird collec¬ 
tion have been presumed to be lost (e.g. SCHODDE & MA¬ 
SON 1997) and a thorough investigation of present hol¬ 
dings and their documentation was therefore desirable. 
Comments on their actual type status are provided by 
SCHIFTER et al. (2004 in press). 

Documentation 

Since 1806 all specimens newly acquired have been 
entered (together with their accompagnying data) in the 
book of acquisitions for the bird collection 5 . The first 
volume 1806-1823 (parts 1-XCIV) enumerates 5322 spe¬ 
cimens. Relevant entries that include specimens marked 
’’Fichtel” may be grouped in seven sections:

Labelling of specimens was usually roughly contem¬ 
porary with the relevant entries in the acquisition book. 
Scientific name, entry number and further data have 
been transcribed on oval slips of strong paper and glued 
to the lower side of the wooden pedestals. With nomen¬ 
clature! changes, however, labels have been sometimes 
changed in the past. At least in some cases Pelzeln in his 
time had access to additional label data since lost. Some 
dates and localities are only mentioned in the hand-writ¬ 
ten manuscript for his 1873 publication, which can be 
found neither on extant labels nor in the acquisition 
book. Modem labels and inventory numbers were in¬ 
vented in 1890 by the curator L. Lorenz v. Liburnau, be¬ 
ginning with NMW 10.001, but no systematical or 
chronological concept was followed when inventorizing 
the collection. Between 1900 and 1950 most of the orig¬ 
inally mounted specimens had been relaxed and includ¬ 


ed in the collection of study skins, their old labels having 
usually been preserved alongside with the new labels. 
Only in very few instances have labels been lost or con¬ 
fused, practically all of which cases could be solved with¬ 
out doubt and the original labelling or set of data re¬ 
stored. 

Results 

The accurate number of birds purchased by Fichtel 
from the Leverian Museum, whether directly at the auc¬ 
tion or subsequently from natural history dealers, remains 
unknown. The annotated Sale Catalogue has on the last 
page the hand-written remark: ’’Edward Donovan and 
Leopold von Fichtel were by far the largest purchasers, as 
Donovan bought about 500 lots and von Fichtel just over 
400.“ This figure is obviously incorrect and refers proba¬ 
bly only to zoological objects, neglecting the ethnogra¬ 
phical collection. For 108 bird specimens Fichtel is ex¬ 
pressly named as purchaser. About one third of the birds 
listed in the Sale Catalogue, however, lack contempora¬ 
ry annotations completely, although it is unlikely that 
they had not been sold. At least 52 of these specimens 
without original reference to prices or purchasers have 
obviously been bought by Fichtel, most of them still ex¬ 
tant in the bird collection NMW. Some later entries (? 
post 1909) already quoted PELZELN’s 1873 paper. 

FlTZINGER (1868: 28), who was well acquainted with 
the holdings of the Naturalien-Cabinet, mentioned that 
204 birds had been acquired by Fichtel from the Leveri¬ 
an collections 6 and another 320 from different sources. 
Fichtel’s own numbering (arranged irregularly in the ac¬ 
quisition book) runs from 1-325, omitting however a to¬ 
tal of 69 numbers 7 , which probably have been used for 
mammals 8 . Still the possibility cannot be excluded that 
the missing numbers originally referred to birds that have 
erroneously been listed under 1806.1. in the acquisition 
book (see discussion below). 

Annotations in the sale catalogue and entries in the 
NMW acquisition book are not concordant throughout. 
For example, sale lot nr. 207 (Appendix, second day) is 
marked ’’Fichtel 11 in the sale catalogue, whereas the rele¬ 
vant entry in the NMW acquisition book is 
”1806.111.161.* (Fichtel nr. 186) Parkinsonia superba" [= 
Menura n. novaehollandiae], indicating purchase from a 
dealer. Supposedly subsequent dealings (or wrong attri¬ 
butions) are documented elsewhere as well (TlCEHURST 
1909: 113): the sale catalogue gives "Fichtel' 1 as the pur¬ 
chaser of a "curious charadrius 11 (= Cursorius c. cursor ),

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which eventually was later bought by Donovan. The 
matter is dealt with in detail in a later annotation to lot 
nr. 6349 of the Sale Catalogue quoting TlCEHURST (l.c.). 
FlCHTEL himself wrote immediately after the 11th day of 
the sale (May 16th, 1806) about dealings with John La¬ 
tham, T. Hall and others, that had acquired specimens 
during the ongoing auction (autograph collection ONB, 
21/35-1). 

Considering the above mentioned inconsistencies it 
seems most probable that PELZELN’s (1873) list comes 
rather near the truth, although he obviously did not re¬ 
cognize a number of specimens erroneously numbered 
among entries 1806.1. and 1809.XVII. Of the 169 speci¬ 
mens listed by Pelzeln (1873) as extant in the collection 
NMW only a few could not be traced during the 2003 re¬ 
vision and must accordingly be considered to be lost (see 
appendix). 

Discussion 

When PELZELN compiled his annotated list in 1873 
he considered only parts 1806.11. and 1806.III. of the ac¬ 
quisition book to contain material originating from the 
Leverian Museum. But contrary to Pelzeln’s opinions and 
current understanding the so called ’’old inventory” of 
pre 1806 holdings (1806.1. and App. 1806.1. see above: 
documentation 4) has in fact been compiled at a later 
date and is not contemporary with the other 1806 ent¬ 
ries. This is evident from the hitherto overlooked use of 
the name Picus fuscescens (1806.1.469 a), obviously the 
taxon described by VlEILLOT in 1816, as well as by two 
entries “from Paris 1809“ (App. 1806.1.88., App. 
1806.1.92.). The actual date of the draft is not clear but 
it may have been drawn up (? or re-written) between 
1820 and 1823. At least part of the bird specimens pur¬ 
chased by Fichtel had been stored away in a side room to¬ 
gether with the ethnographical objects of the James 
Cook collection (Fitzinger 1868: 66). This would easily 
explain why some of the Leverian birds have been listed 
under the (erroneous) heading of the "old collection”. 

Furthermore the date ’’March 1806“ given for entry 
1806.11. of the acquisition book is clearly fictitious, ante¬ 
dating the beginning of the auction of the Leverianum by 
two months 9 . Most probably the entry was in fact effectu¬ 
ated late in 1806 or early 1807, although even a later date 
cannot be absolutely excluded. Entries for specimens ori¬ 
ginally not properly identified are accompagnied by Cabi¬ 
net identifications, which latter must be dated between 
1820 and 1823 as indicated by the name "Psittacus Brow- 
nii Kuhl”, which was first published in 1820. These later 
entries are not clearly differentiated, which suggests that 
the relevant pages may possibly have been copied about 
that time and additional identifications inserted. 


Pelzeln’s doubts (1873: 15) about specimens proba¬ 
bly purchased separately from natural history dealers and 
possibly not originating from the auction were based on 
the ominous mark (see above: documentation 4) in 
the acquisition book. The ink and handwriting in the 
footnote, however, differ slightly from the running en¬ 
tries and represent most likely a later addition from ques¬ 
tionable sources. Of the 71 specimens marked with an as¬ 
terisk about 30 (labelled "Dalrymple Bay” [= Port Dal- 
rymple, Tasmania; now Tamar estuary near Launceston) 
or ’’Nova Hollandia”) have been mentioned as a separate 
lot by Fichtel in his letter. They have been purchased at 
an average of ”£ 1.1 von Mr. Latham” and could not be 
traced in the sale catalogue, indicating that they came 
from Latham’s private collection 10 and not from the Le¬ 
verian Museum. At least part of them had obviously been 
collected during the Flinders Expedition 1801-1805. 
Contrary to contemporary usage date of collection and 
iris colouration are indicated for a few of these specimens 
either on the extant old labels or in PELZELN’s 1873 man¬ 
uscript. For example NMW 36.088 Ptilonorhynchus v. vio- 
laceus was "shot in April 1802, iris black”, or NMW 
43.833 "Manorhina melanophrys in August 1802“. They 
might originally have been collected or purchased by the 
botanist Robert Brown, who donated some birds to the 
British Museum, or by Ferdinand Lucas Bauer, who also 
had experience in preserving specimens (SCHIFTER 
1992). The latter is expressly mentioned by Fichtel in his 
letter stateing that he received a specimen of CaFypro- 
rhynchus banksii (= C. kuhami) in exchange from him 
against a small gratification. 

Fichtel’s numbering, however, and the composition 
of taxa compared with the sale catalogue, strongly sug¬ 
gest that most of the specimens listed in 1806.11. and 
1806.111. had originally belonged to the Leverian Mu¬ 
seum. In the margin of Fichtels letter Schreibers noted 
ten dealers along with sums already spent. Among them 
Donovan (£ 19), Lewin (£ 12.12) and Pennant (£ 12.12 
v 3.3) are expressly named "for birds”. As Fichtel in his 
letter repeatedly mentioned the "gratifications” he had 
to spend, the mark may in fact only indicate, when 
the money spent by Fichtel differed from the actual price 
achieved for a specimen at the auction. The subsequent 
splitting of the material under two headings in the ac¬ 
quisition book was obviously due to different shipments 
and the entries have most probably been based not on 
specimen labels but on lists drawn up by Fichtel, which 
have since been lost or destroyed. 

Although Fichtel's name only rarely turns up in the 
old inventory 1806.1., many of the extant old labels bear 
the inscription "from Fichtel”. Interestingly most of the 
specimens marked that way originate from "Nova Hol¬ 
landia”, "South Seas” or New Zealand. Fichtel’s biogra-

As exactly this bird is mentioned in Fichtel’s letter (Sale 
Cat. ”nr. 1035 Wattled Bee-eater”) there can be no doubt 
about its origin. Another almost certain proof that some 
of Fichtel’s specimens had been confused was not noticed 
by PELZELN (1873): Two specimens of which he remarked 
’’could not be found” are separately entered a second 
time in the old inventory. Both are still extant and bear 
their old labels marked "from Fichtel”: Psittacus purpura- 
tus [= Touit p. purpuratus (App. 1806.1.94.)] and Edwards 
’’Sparrow of Paradise” [= Amadma erythrocephala 
(1806.1.202.)]. The same applies to another specimen, 
obviously not seen by Pelzeln and misidentified from the 
entry in the acquisition book: Sale Cat. nr. 5875 Oriolus 
minor var. (Nesopsar nigerrimus sensu PELZELN (1873: 28) 
represents in fact Euphagus c. carolinus listed in App. 
1806.1.90. (sub Icterus niger). Hellmayr (1937: 94, foot¬ 
note 2) was convinced that the specimen originated from 
the Leverian Museum but failed to notice the misidenti- 
fication: ’’Accidentally omitted in Pelzeln’s paper ...” 
This latter remark holds true for another three specimens 
of the same taxon, most probably obtained by Fichtel 
from the Leverian Museum but included in entries 
1806.1.610. /610 a and 1809.XVI1.34. (sub Oriolus niger): 
they obviously represent Sale Cat. nr. 313 ’’Three black 
starlings from Hudson’s bay” (compare also HELLMAYR 
1937: 95). Although there is no absolute proof, most of 
the specimens listed under the head 1809.XVII., and al¬ 
so some under 1809.XV1IL, had very likely been origi¬ 
nally acquired in 1806 by Fichtel and sold later to the 
Imperial Cabinet in 1809. A typical example is NMW 
49.637 (Accipiter cirrhocephalus torquatus, female, 
1809.XVII.1. Nova Hollandia). Interestingly a second 
specimen (NMW 49.638, male), practically identical in 
the style of preparation, has been entered under 
1806.1.67 d. and may well have been purchased together 
with the first. Likewise Entomyzon cyanotis is represented 
by two specimens (NMW 52.317 male, NMW 35.334 fe¬ 
male), which have been entered under the headings 
1806.1.601. and 1809.XVII.75. respectively. It is however 
impossible at present to trace whether they actually be¬ 
longed to the Leverian Museum or had been acquired 
from independent (and unknown) sources in England. 
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Zusammenfassung 

Vogel aus dem Museum Leverianum: Dokumentation und der- 
zeitiger Bestand am NMW. Basierend auf dem kommentierten 
Auktionskatalog von 1806, einer ersten Bearbeitung von PEL¬ 
ZELN (1873) und unpublizierten Archivdaten der Vogelsamm- 
lung und der Osterreichischen Nationalbibliothek werden Do- 
kumentationslage, Datierung der Eintrage im Acquisitionsbuch 
und Bestand kritisch diskutiert. lm Appendix werden 276 
Exemplare nach Uberprufung der Bestimmung und der erhalte- 
nen Etiketten mit den relevanten Daten aufgelistet. Davon wa- 
ren 85 Exemplare bereits vor 1873 ausgeschieden worden oder 
verloren gegangen, weitere 13 konnten wahrend der Revision 
2003 nicht aufgefunden werden.
